7-16. and 19-20. applicant argues that Philipp cannot be properly combined with Perez because Phillip 
is directed to a non-VGA system. Phillip discloses a system capable of testing CRT, as well as LCD displays, see '532, col. 15, 
line 17 as an example. Thus, because Phillip and Perez are both directed to testing CRT systems, it appears that the 
combination or references, with the stated motivation, is proper. Regarding claim 8. applicant states that Perez does not teach 
the claimed subject matter. The claim describes providing a kevbord command to the computer under test to generate display 
signals. '352. col. 10. line 16. teaches claimed subject matter, as further disclosed in figure 1. where stimulus processor 
actuates keyboard 92..
